Kansas City, Mo., June 3—The 


greatest strain has passed and If the 
precautions taken against fire continue 
as effective as they have been, the in- 
dustrial revival will continue apace. 
The lack of water supply is still the 
most serious question. 
Gas for fuel 


and lighting seem adequate. A par- 
tial street car .system is in operation. 


No further loss of Hie by the flood is 


expected and the relief work for the 
destitute is well in hand. 


Business men .are adapting them- 


selves remarkably to the changed con- 
ditions. The packers and the dealer* 
in agricultural implements, wholesale 
merchants from the flooded districts, 
are opening up-town executive offices 
as last as quarters can be secured. 
Hauling water to what plants are in 
operation is fairly well systemized. 
Tne determination of the bodies au- 
thorized to speak for the city not to 
ask for outside aid', meets with univer- 
sal approval. 
The past office is now 


swamped by mail, bota in and out. 


There were two mail deliveries to- 


flay. .A regular boat service is in 
operation to Kansas City, Kansas. Con- 
ditions there are improving 
hourly. 


There is plenty of food now that the 
pa€king house coolers can be reached 
and with resnlar train service to Fort 
Leavenworth danger from famine has 
passed.

The majority of the res- 
cued persons were passengers from a 
Burlington train from Chicago due 
here Sunday and passengers from a St. 
Joseph and Grand Island train due at 
the same time. 


The Burlington passenger train re- 


ferred to above is the train reported 
mi'ssing and which it was feared it had 
been lost in the flood. 


IOWA CONDITIONS TODAY. 


Des Moines, la., June 3—At Atlantic 


two families were discovered maroon- 
ed in the Nashnabotha river which is 
two miles wide at that place. They 
had been without food or drinking wat- 
er for five days and were forced to oc- 
cupy cramped positions on tables. The 
decline of the river at Ottumwa and 
other points below has emphasized the 
extent ot the desolation and the need 
of relief to thousands of refugees who 
are not only homeless, but are being 
decimated by disease. The flood vic- 


tims will not be self supporting for 
weeks .

GREATEST 


Flood in Years is Sweeping Down on 


St. Louis—The Crest Not Yet 


Reached. 


St. Louis, June 3—The greatest flood 


St. Louis has known in years, proba- 
bly in half a century, is sweeping down 
upon the city. 


The crest may not be expected be- 


fore Thursday night or Friday morn- 
ing, when the signal service predicts, 
the guage will show 34 feet. 


All day it has gone up rapidly, cov- 


ering the levee, the railroad tracks 
and'the lower lumber yards, stopping 
boat traffic and fully filling the base-, 
ments of the offices on the first street 
back of the levee. 


A rise of two feet a day for several 


days is regarded as absolutely sure, 
and it is predicted that the high wat- 
er 'mark will not be less than 36 feet. 


This will mean disastrous losses to 


merchants and other busienss 
men, 


and to the railroads along the river 
front. 


Masses of driftwood, debris 
-ot 


houses, bridges and railroad property, 
corpses of men, women and children, 
dead cattle, horses, hogs, sheep and 
poultry were hurled along at the rate 
of seven miles an hour, now appear- 
ing for a moment on the surface of the 
muddy waters, now lost to view of the 
fascinated thousands who watched all 
day from the top of the levee.

The executive boards of. the United 


Mine Workers at their session indors- 
ed the selection of their three District 
Presidents on the Board of Concilia- 
tion authorized by Strike Commission 
and if these member? are not recogniz- 
ed by operators the Executive Boards 
will contemplate calling a convention 
of mine workers to declare a general 
suspension of work until their mem- 
bers are given recognition. 


The District Presidents, as a result 


of the meeting, 'issued ttie following 
statement on the dispute: 


"At a joint meeting of the Executive 


Boards of the anthracite region, here 
the members selected to represent the 
mine workers of each district on the 
Conciliation Board reported that the 
representatives of the operators refus- 
ou to recognize them or the mine work- 
ers' credentials, or 
accept them as 


members of the 
Conciliation Board. 


They reported that the operators ob- 
jected on the ground that the mine 
workers' 
representatives were ap- 


pointed by their organizations as it ex- 
ists in each district. 
The award of 


the commission relative to the manner 
of selecting the member? of the Con- 
ciliation Board provides as follows: 
That is .to say, if there shall be a di- 
vision of the whole region into three 


majority of the mine workers of each 
district, one member of paid Boards 
of Conciliation shall be appointed by 
iach of said organizations, and three- 
ether persons shall be appointed by 
;he operators, the operators in each of 
taid districts appointing one person. 


"The district boards are still of the 


opinion that they appointed their rep- 
resentatives as provided for by the sec-

The district officers have been exceed- 
ingly anxious to have the Conciliation 
lioard form and meet for the purpose 
of adjustug many grievances which 
have accummulated, and to this end 
have been bending thoir energic-.

rider the advisability of taking the 
above action." 


Another meeting will be held today 


to decide as to whether a suspension of 


ork shall be ordered. 
District Presidents Nicholls and Fa- 


hey intimate that the Executive Board 
o£ the mine workers will stand by 
their decision and will 
insist that 


their members of the Conciliation 
Board be recognized. 


A district officer, when asked if the 


objections of the officers could not be 
removed if the mine workers selected 
their representatives on the board by 
a majority vote of miin-ers, replied tha; 
it was not likely such a step would be 
taken. If the operators demanded that, 
lie said, th-e miners had as much right 
to aijk that the company representa- 
tives be selected by a vote of the stock- 
holders. 


"Will the miners quit worji if they 


are called out?" was asked. 


"Yes, every man will come out. The
